THE LATTER IS TO RETIRE

Ho Gives Out a Statement, as Does
Also tho League.New Supcrin·

tendent Formerly Pastor
at Barton Heights,

At a meeting held yestorday afternoon
In tho parlora of the Young Men's
Christian Association tho Executive
Committee oí tho Anti-Saloon League
ot Virginia reduced to a subordinate
position, which ho will not accept, tho
Rev. C. H. Crawford, the present su¬
perintendent of tho league, and elected
In hie stead tho Rov. S. Sidney Peters,
of Hampton, a native Virginian and, a
man well known in this «section of tho
Stato, whero he has onguged in pastoral
work.

It Is specifically and emphatically
stated by tho commlttco that it does
not repudiate tho present superintendent;
that it appreciates his laborious and
valuablo efforts in furtherance of tho
objects of the leaguo nnd that It would
retain hirn In tha service. nut It foels
constrained to mako a change. Tho
fact that Mr. Crawford Is not a Vir¬
ginian and cannot hence appreciate to
tho full Virginia ideas and sentiments
necessarily hinders him in lila work.
This and no other consIderaUon led to
the election In his placo of a man who
could go among Virginians as ono of
them, knowing -what thoy wanted and
how they felt.

THE MEETING.
Tho -meeting of tho committee began

at :l o'clock In the afternoon In the par¬
lors of the Y. M. C. A. The attendance
was unusually good. Every member
except one non-resident was there, as
follows: Professor S. C. Mitchell, Rov.
M. Ashby Jones, Mr. S. P. Jones, Rov.
W. B. Beauchnmp, Rev. P. A. Cave, Rov.
James 13. Cook. Dr. W. W. Lear, Dr. C.
S. Gardner, Rev. H. P. Atkins, Dr. ?.
B. Grelner, Mr. Charles W. Lorraine
and Rev. James Cannon, Jr. Tho Rev.
R. H. Bennett, presiding elder of Rich¬
mond District, was elected to member¬
ship to Till a vacancy.
The business of the committee was

gotten through with In a comparatively
short time. Action, so far a·? could bo
ascertained, was unanimous in every In¬
stance. It was decided, without a dis¬
senting vote, that the services of tho
Rev. Mr. Crawford and of the Rev. J.
W. West, field secretary of tho league,
should be retained if possible. The first
named was to become what w,ts to be
known ns ofUco superintendent. Ho
would devote himself to detail work In
tli" ofRce. The field work and the gen¬
eral guidance of the league would be
placer! In the hands of a superinten¬
dent who would be a now man. To this
latter office the Rev. J. Sidney Peters,
of Hampton, was unanimously elected.
Other names had been mentioned, and
Dr. Gordon B. Mooro, of Firman Uni¬
versity, had been canvassed, but the
member.' -jottlod finally and unanimously
upon Mr. Peters.
So far as Mr. West Is concerned, be

will be kept If possible. Tn view of the
re-armngement of ofllces, there will ho
no furl hor position such as that of
Arid secretary. It Is desired, however,
thnt Mr. West.as district superintcn-
dont or something of the sort.should
continue at work In the field. Mr.
West Is out of the city just now, and
It. Is Impossible to say what action he
will take in the matter. ...

RESOLUTION ADOPTED.
After It liad been unanimously voted

thnt Messrs. Crawford and West bo re¬
tained in the service of the league, a
resolution was offered and unanimously
adopted as follows:
"That all moneys which are collected

from subscriptions beforo January 1,
1003, which were duo before January 1,
IPOrt. are hereby ordered to be paid to
Messrs. Crawford ami West."
Following the adoption of this reso¬

lution, which bears upon tho statement
bolovv from Mr. Crawford concerning his
salary, the committee adjourned.
ANNOUNCEMENT FROM MR. CRAW¬

FORD.
Simultaneously with the above action

of the committee comes forth In- the
columns of the Christian Federation,
which came from tho press yesterday,
an announcement from Mr. Crawford,
In which ho sets forth in pretty strong
language his position with referenoo to
tho league, and In which ho rejects tho
offer of the "office superlntendency." In
somo portions ho passes some rather
harsh criticism upon the committee nnd
the league. Ills statement Is in full
ns follows!
"The faci that'at our recent convention

Mm Executive Committee of the Virginia
Anti-Saloon G enene secured a change In
the constitution of the league, putting tho
election of salarici! officers Into tho hands
of tho committee, that no superintendent
has yet been elected nnd that certain
contradictory reports have been printed
In the dally papers, makes It necessary
that a correct statement of the facts In
the ense bo given to the friends and sup¬
porters of the longue.

I havo' been asked to
remain as "olllco superintendent," I havo
declined to romain lu that capacity, both
because 1 do not consider tho chango Just
to mysol fand because I doubt tuo nuecces
of tho work ttndor an Inexpeiloncod man.
I find It hard to bellovo that members ot
tlio committee expect mo to romain under
tho conditions indicated.

SALARY DUB HIM.
"Again, tlio commlttoo hna dooldod not

to consider tho arrears ot salary dud
Field Secretary West and myself na a
debt or obligation of the league. Accord¬
ingly, money was raised at tlio convention
only for futuro wor«.., and tho treasurer
has InstructlonB to pay tie only from
the beginning oC this yonr. This action
Is based on the fact that tho salarien wore
novor guaranteed. They wero ilxod by
tho committee, but there was no way
thai thoy could well be guaranteed nt
P.rit. Wc understood that If ilio work
fnlled we should bo losers, but that If tho
work succeeded wo should, of course, bo
pnkl the amounts agreed upon, I am,
therefore, tumble to make this notion of
the committee scora consistent with my

"I greatly regret to leave the work I
ltavo tolled so hard to ostaullsh, but do
not soo how 1 can remain under the cir¬
cumstances.

CITIZEN OF VIRGINIA.
"Though born In another Slute, I am

now a citizen of Virginia, ami had hoped
to remain so permanently. Every State
has adopted citizens as loyal as any "to
tho manor born." 1 was hoping, too, that
the work I have dono nnd the experiences
through which I have passed on Virginia
foil had given me somo special claim to
citizenship. I know that multitudes ot
Virginia people are my friends. They
havo proved themselves so by cordial wel¬
comes, by hearty hanii-clnsps, by kindly
deeds, by generous hospitality. Tho mem¬
ory of these things, especlnlly of tho
happy hours spent In Virginia homes, will
remain with mo long after tho pain of the
present hour shall have passed away.
"I am aware that the committee in¬

tended that Its plans should be kept se¬
cret for1 a longer time, but I believe that
justice to the work, to myself and to all
concerned demands that friends and sup¬
porters of the league be made acquainted
with the facts.

"I am remaining for tho present, as I
understand the committee desires me to,·
tbnt the work may suifer as little as pos¬
sible from tho change.

THE TWO SIDES.

It will bo seen from this that MY.
Crawford Is done with Virginia and will
withdraw his services from the league.
When seen yesterday afternoon he de¬
clared that ho would shortly leave this
section, though his plans for ¡the fu¬
ture are rather vague, Ho would pre¬
fer to return to pastoral or editorial
work, In both of which ho has had con¬
siderable experience. On tho other
hand, he Is being pressed by the Amur-
lean Anti-Saloon League to take up
work In some other Stato. Under thoso
conditions, It Is Impossible for lilm to
say what ho will do. Ho expects, how¬
ever, to decide within & few days.
Concerning lvJs charges with refer¬

ence to the salary duo him and Mr.
West, Mr. Crawford says ho has no ad¬
ditional statement to make. What he
sets forth In the statements he declares
to be absolute facts, which can be veri¬
fied from any member of the Executive
Committee. One of these members.
the Rev. James Cannon, Jr., of Black-
stone.was seen and asked about this
matter and about the nttltudo of the
committee with reference to Mr. Craw¬
ford. He said In effect:
"It must lie positively understood that

the committee does not repitdlute Mr.
Crawford. Wo nil appreciate bis ser¬

vices, and we would have him stay with
us as otllco man. But. as Mr. Crawford
brines out plainly in his statement, he
is not ? Vlrr-lnlan and a Southern man
and It Is impossible for him thoroughly
to understand Virginia methods. We
feel that somo native could enter Into
the work better and push It along broad¬
er Unes. There Is absolutely no per¬
sonal objection to Mr. Crawford. He
Is a hard worker and Is a valuable man
to have.
"What he says about the salary re¬

quires no answer. We agreed that he
nnd Mr. West should be paid if the mon¬

ey came In. As In th" «-ase of a Metho¬
dist pastor, he was to take what came.

Upon this basis we worked. As shown
by our resolution, we moan to carry
out this contract to the full. · Further
than this we cannot go.
"Mr. Crawford refers to th efaot thnt

he has built up the work In Virginia. ,It
should bo remembered that this building
up was effected not alone by him. but by
the men who liavn stood beblnd him.
About this there need be nothing more
said."

THE NEW SUPERINTENDENT.
Herewith apparently ends the Crawford

Incident which has beon more or less
beforo the local public for tho past few
weeks. The proscnt superintendent, as
said, will, after a little, settle himself
elsewhere. Some office man will he chosen
In his place. About Mr. West no state¬
ment can be made now. It Is impossible
to get nt him.
Meanwhile a commlttoo, consisting of

Professor Mitchell, president of the
league, nnd the Rev. ??. R. Reauohamp.
will go to Hampton to see Mr. Peters,
whom they- hope to have accept the posi¬
tion to which lio has been elected. If
be can do so ho will be asked to enter
upon the work as sr.on as possible. It is
generally felt that he will come.
Mr. Peters Is exceedingly well known

here. He Is a native Virginia, and Is
of old Methodist stock. He was born In
Norfolk, ami was educated at the acad¬
emy In Suffolk, receiving the public honor
of his cla«s. He at ten led Randolph·-
Mncori nnd Hampden-SIdney College«. For
awhile be engaged In farming In Carmi¬
nen county, anil then he studied law.
In 1BÍ9 bo was elector] to the Virginia

Legislature from Lynchburg, nnd Camp¬
bell county, winning against powerful, rip-
position by 2,000 majority. Ills service
in tho General Assembly extended through
ono term. He was a member of the
House of Delegates from Campbell countyand Lynchburg city at tho session of
ISW-'SO. That was bofóro he entered the
ministry. Mr. Peters occupied a hnck
seat, but ho made himself heard. Ills
groat "hobby" was the removal of the
penitentiary from Richmond to Lynch-
btirg. Ho used to come to tho front with
this preposition nearly every day. The
matter was never seriously considered by
any one, save Mr. Petora, but he novor
tailed to bring tho question up wlieiici'ei
ho could »epuro recognition by the Chair
for that purpose, ito was ? tireless
worker, and inailo himself very popularwith tho members of the Uoiionil As¬
sembly, He iiorveil only ono term.

ence In 1S97 Mr. Rotors wan raised to
cider's orders and was stationed ut Ritr¬
itili Heights, In thin city. After ? period
of excellent service hero Mr. Peters went
tu Ilanipton, his present station, whore,
dining tho past few yours, ho bus boon
listar of the First Methodist Church.
As preacher and nustnr Mr, Peters Is

hehl in high esteem in the denomination
to which ho belongs, llu Is well known
throughout this section, nuil If It pleases
him to accept the position now offered to
him, ho is assured of u wunn welcome to
Richmond.
